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(57) Abstract: A series of information portions are provided to a transmitter, the in- 
formation portions have critical times when they need to be available to a receiver. 
The transmitter estimates whether the information portions can be; transmitted by the 
transmitter in time to be made available to the receiver before the critical time. Then 
the transmitter only transmits tlie information to the receiver if it is estimated that the 
information portions wilt be tnmsmitted in lime to be made available to the receiver 
before the critical time. 
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
